“Mayor” Mary Healy 
Dies at 87

Mary Healy, longtime resident, community activist and vol- 
unteer, and an original resident of the Potomac Plaza 
Cooperative, died March 20 from heart-related problems. She 
had been hospitalized for some months and died at Northern 
Virginia Community Hospital. 

She has been called, for many valid reasons, the “Mayor” of 
Foggy Bottom. 

Mary Healy moved into Potomac Plaza in 1957 with her 


_ mother, Amelia, and soon became indispensable to the neigh- 


borhood and many of its institutions. High on her list of volun- 
teer activities were Potomac Plaza’s Board, St. Stephen Martyr 
Church, Columbia Hospital for Women, St. Mary’s Court, and 
the Foggy Bottom Association. Other groups, such as the Anchor 


Mental Health Association, also benefitted from her efforts.

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ANC-2A March 
21 Actions

At the March 21 meeting of 
ANC-2A, the Commission dis- 
cussed a variety of important is- 
sues that have developed over 
the course of recent months. 

Father Andrew Sloan 
presented construction plans for 
additions to St. Paul’s Episcopal 
Church. The finished complex 
will exceed the lot limit for that 
site, which will necessitate a 
zoning special exception/vari- 
ance. Commissioner Tyler has 
led negotiations with the church 
regarding landscaping, parking 
and construction. She presented 
a resolution supporting the 
church's plans which was unani- 
mously approved by the 
Commission. 

ANC-2A also voted unan- 
imously to pass a resolution in 
support of its own January 19, 
2001 appeal to the Board of 
Zoning Adjustment (BZA). 
The ANC is requesting that 
the BZA overturn a December 
28, 2000 decision by the 
Zoning Administrator regard- 


ing the 1957 E Street property 
purchased by GWU in 1999 
and currently in the beginning 
stages of construction. The 
Commission is working to en- 
sure that the University goes 
through the proper legal 
process for this particular 
building project, and voted to 
have Chairperson Elliott rep- 
resent the ANC at the April 10 
hearing. . 

JGB Realty requested an 
additional variance on its 
2440 M Street residential con- 
struction project. With some 
input from the Office of 
Planning to avoid setting 
precedents in the area of C-2- 
C zoning variances, the ANC 
supported JGB’s request. 

Representatives of the St. 
Gregory Hotel at 2033 M 
Street and from the law firm 
of Holland & Knight also 
spoke, seeking support for an 
outdoor cafe enclosure. The 
ANC approved the request. 

The Commission also ap- 
proved a resolution opposing 
both the D.C. Council’s at- 
tempt to end term limits and 
plans for a large “sculpture” at 
the American Red Cross site 
on E Street.

Prior to her retirement, she held a variety of positions at 
local law firms, the National Archives, Department of 
Commerce and the Federal Aviation Administration. 
Reportedly she was deeply involved in helping get the first 
National Archives Building built at 800 Pennsylvania Avenue, 
and told the story of being trapped in an elevator in that build- 
ing for 10 hours over a weekend long ago. Another story has her 
crawling into the ventilating ducts at the FAA building to rid 
the Administrator’s office of roosting pigeons. 

Rick Churchill, in his history of the FBA, wrote that Mary 
Healy was an early owner of an apartment at Potomac Plaza, 
and its construction prompted “large-scale restoration and im- 
provements of Foggy Bottom.” In the article Mary is quoted: 
“Who in their right mind. would want to buy an apartment 
down there? .. . I saw the ugliness of decay and desertion but 
fortunately I knew what could be done with old things to make 
them beautiful and interesting once again.” A true pioneer and 
prophet was Mary Healy. 

Famous for her persuasive capabilities, things happened 
when she went fo work. The New Hampshire Avenue Guest 
Quarters (now Doubletree) was about to hang a very large 
name sign (not sure if it was neon), on the New Hampshire and 
H corner of its building. By the grace of Mary’s charm and de- 
termination, the sign never went up on what is still a predomi- 
nantly residential corner. 


Mayor” Healy speaks at a favorite location, St Marys Court. 
She was a driving force for good at St. Mary’s Court. St. 
Mary’s Administrator Bea Watson wrote the News: “Only a few 
could know how much effort Mary put forth in making sure 
that St. Mary’s Court was built in the first place. . .. And once 
the Court was built, she didn’t walk away. Mary stood with us in 
making sure that our residents were treated with dignity.” And, 
according to Hal Davitt, the then ANC Commissioner who 
worked on the project, Mary did not like the vanilla-hued brick

originally planned for the building. Somehow it got changed to 
old-fashioned red brick. 

Hal also recalled that Mary was instrumental in upgrading 
the look of Virginia Avenue and the erection of the safety fence 
in the median. He said, “It isn’t that she did any one thing. But 
over the years, after scores of phone calls and speeches at meet- 
ings, things happened.” 

Mary is also well-remembered for her performance each 
year as Mrs. Claus to Councilmember John Wilson’s Mr. Claus 
at the St. Mary’s Christmas parties.

Mary could be counted on to step up to 
the plate for Foggy Bottom. — 

For this writer, a major event and wonderful day of memo- 
ries produced by Mary Healy was a volunteer award ceremony 
in May 1987. Six Foggy Bottom volunteers were treated to an 
incredible array of presentations, from President Reagan, the 
Mayor, the City Council, the Metropolitan Police Department, 
the ANC and the Foggy Bottom Association. Mary had in- 
volved over 70 people and organizations in the event, and said 
at the time that she hoped someone would do a second volun- 
teer award event. Sadly, no one has, but it’s not certain anyone 
could do it as well.

Among the “Findings of 
Facts and Conclusions” portion 
of the order, the BZA stated: 

“According to OP (DIC. 
Office of. Planning), fhe 
Applicant’s (GWU) commit- 
ment to house 70 percent of its 
undergraduate students an 
campus by 2005 was ‘no real 
solution to the dangers posed to 
the further viability of the 
Foggy Bottom and West End 
neighborhoods.’ OP testified in- 
stead that any means used to 
protect the surrounding neigh- 
borhoods ‘must be based on 
the actual source of threat to 
those neighborhoods: continu- 
ing University expansion with- 
out any concomitant increase in 
on-campus student housing’ ” 

The 20th and final condi- 
tion mandated that no project 
approvals would “be granted 
unless the University proves 
that it has consistently re- 
mained in substantial compli- 
ance” with the 19 conditions in 
the Order, stating the violations 
“shall be grounds for the denial 
or revocation of any building 
permit or certificate of occu- 
pancy applied for, or issued to, 
the University . . .” and may re- 
sult in fines and penalties.

much of current Foggy Bottom 
consisted of low-rise residential 
construction, dating from the 
second half of the 19th and the 
early 20th centuries. By mid- 
century, much of it was no 
longer in the best condition. At 
this time the authorities were 
examining various redevelop- 
ment: possibilities in the city. 
One such area was in Southwest 
D.C., where a whole neighbor- 
hood was razed and rebuilt. 
Foggy Bottom was under con- 
sideration for such destruction 
and rebuilding. However, the 
area and its townhouses were so 
attractive for residential living 
that people bought properties 
and renovated them. By the late 
1950s, urban renewal by govern- 
ment was going out of fashion 
and parts of historic Foggy 
Bottom were kept intact by the 
investment and hard work of 
residents, who received no fed- 
eral or city subsidies, and with- 
out the need for destruction of 
existing housing. Gradually, 
what is now the Foggy Bottom 
Historic District took shape be- 
cause of the efforts of these resi- 
dents. 

However, during this pe- 
riod pressure from developers 
was great. A very large number 
of historic townhouses in the 
entire large Foggy Bottom 
neighborhood were purchased 
cheaply, razed and replaced by 
high-rises, or, as in the case of 
the famous Peter Houses in the 
2600 block of K Street, they fell 


victim to the highway craze of 
the late 1950s and early 1960s. 


Residents’ Pro-Active 
Work Brings Positive 
Results 


Designation of Foggy 
Bottom Historic District 


By 1980, there was a clear 
possibility that the days of 
what remained of historic 
Foggy Bottom were num- 
bered. However, dedicated res- 
idents, ANC-2A, and the 
Foggy Bottom Association, 
acted to halt the trend. A well- 
known architectural historian 
was hired to prepare an inven- 
tory and description of the 
historic buildings in the area 
and their history. An applica- 
tion was made to the D.C. 
Historic Preservation Review 
Board (HPRB) to have se- 
lected squares of Foggy 
Bottom designated as a his- 
toric district. The process was 
slow and expensive. The then 
D.C. authorities dragged their 
feet, perhaps, deliberately 
under pressure from develop- 
ers. During this waiting pe- 
riod more historic properties 
became their victims. Thus, a 
beautiful historic townhouse 
was replaced by the medical 
clinic condo at 908 New 
Hampshire Ave., N.W., and 
the historic buildings housing 
St. Stephen’s Parochial School 
and convent on the southwest 
corner of 24th and K Streets 
was lost when it was demol-

make room for the massive St. 
James Residence. ANC-2A 
was forced to intervene with 
the federal authorities to pre- 
vent further delays, and the 
Foggy Bottom Historic 
District was finally designated 
in June 1987 and included in 
the National Register of 
Historic Places. The official 
designation provided an im- 
portant measure of protection, 
as structural changes to exist- 
ing buildings became subject 
to prior approval of the D.C. 
HPRB to ensure that any al- 
terations meet the historic 
character of the district. 


Creation of the FBHD 
Conservancy 


To strengthen the FBHD, 
and following the examples of 
such historic neighborhoods as 
Cleveland Park and Dupont 
Circle, a number of residents 
formed the Historic District 
Conservancy in May 1989. The 
Conservancy adopted its Bylaws, 
and, pursuant to the D.C. Non- 
profit Corporation Act, was in- 
corporated on August 9, 1989. 
The Conservancy has played an 
important role in protecting the 
area from inappropriate develop- 
ment. A description of its work 
will appear in a later edition of 
the News. 


Rezoning of the FBHD 


Despite the protection af- 
forded by the HPRB, the 
threat of over-development re- 
mained. Although an impor- 
tant underlying element of 
designation was “the low scale 
harmony of rhythmic row- 
houses,” consisting mainly of 
two to three stories, the zon-

ing of the historic district was 
a mixture of R-5-D and R-5- 
B. Both of these categories 
permit, as a matter of right, 
buildings up to 90 feet high. 
They also permit many uses 
foreign to the historic district, 
such as embassy chanceries, 
dormitories, medical clinics, 
fraternity houses, and the like. 
There was, therefore, a direct 
conflict between the character 
of the low scale, purely resi- 
dential historic district and its 
underlying zoning. 

The only way to prevent in- 
appropriate developments which 
could severely damage the 
FBHD was rezoning. Led by 
ANC-2A, the community peti- 
tioned the Zoning Commission 
to change the zoning from the 
R-5 categories to R-3 and create 
a “Foggy Bottom Overlay 
District” to be incorporated in 
the D.C. Zoning Regulations. R- 
3 zoning allows, as a matter of 
right, buildings to be no more 
than 40 feet high with no more 
than 3 stories. It basically allows 
only single family residential 
uses and is thus consistent with 
the size and uses of the build- 
ings which formed the basis of 
the historic designation. With 
the assistance of the FBA, the 
FBHD Conservancy, a large 
number of individual residents, 
a zoning and preservation attor- 
ney and an urban planner, 
ANC-2A presented its case to 
the Zoning Commission. Those 
involved worked closely with 
the Office of Planning and the 
D.C. Council, who supported 
the petition, including Council- 
member Jack Evans. With the 
exception of the Jefferson House 
condo, which participated in the 
rezoning petition, the effort was 
opposed by the owners of high- 
rise buildings in the Historic 
District. After two lengthy hear- 
ings, the Zoning Commission 
voted unanimously in favor of 
our application for the R-3 zon- 


ing, and the Foggy Bottom 
Overlay District was included in 
the D.C. Zoning Regulations in 
1992. Where existing buildings 
and uses became non-conform- 
ing because of the change in 
zoning, grandfathering provi- 
sions were applied. The com- 
munity’s successful effort to re- 
zone has created an important 
safety net for the integrity of the 
FBHD. 


Continue To 
Be Vigilant 


Andrew Altman, the 
Director of the D.C. Office of 
Planning, has stated that the 
city is fortunate to have some 
40 historic districts, as they 
are very important contribu- 
tions to its vitality and well- 
being. Our FBHD is one of 
these important neighbor- 
hoods. It is unique in so many 
ways. It is located in the heart 
of our city. Its historic, 
human-scale, pedestrian-ori- 
ented neighborhood, with its 
narrow streets and historic 
alley dwellings, gives residents 
a deep sense of intimacy, co- 
hesiveness and commitment. 
It is now protected by the 
HPRB and restrictive zoning. 
However, we must remember 
that this protection exists be- 
cause the community has 
worked hard to obtain it. We 
must continue to be vigilant to 
ensure that our protection re- 
mains effective. To preserve 
our jewel is worth the effort, 
both for residents and the city.
